Hazard Edges Belfry, 14-13, In Exciting Class AA, Region 4 Game

In their finest effort of the season, Hazard’s Bull- 
dogs edged by Belfry, 14-13, at Belfry Saturday night 
behind the driving defensive play of Tackle O. J|. 
Rowe and the passing arm of Bill Morgan. Hazard is 
now 5-0. 

Hazard, a two-<point favorite, had to recover from 
two costly early fumbles and turn in an outstanding 
defensive game to stop the ground attack of a big- 
hard-running Pirate backfield, and though it took a 
valiant, determined, defensive effort by Hazard’s for- 
ward wall, it was the fired-up effort and stunting of 
Rowe that finally stopped the Pirates. 

Senior Jimmy Walker also turned in a brillant 
game, personally tossing Belfry backs for losses total- 
ing 23 yards and scoring the second touchdown on an 
exciting pass and run play covering 59 yards. 

But to earn the Win, Hazard had to turn to the 
patting arm of Morgan, who completed tix of 10 for 
131 yardt, three t# flue-fingered end Freddy Hogg, 
two to Walker, and one to HB Keith Reynoldt. Rey- 
nold! took up the running tlack that wat left when 
Belfry keyed itt defensive line on HB Houtton Hogg, 
allowing him only 35 yards in 10 carriei. 

The Bulldogs got off to a bad start as they rece- 
ived the kickoff and fullback Freddy Barnett fumbled 



on the first play when a Belfry lineman punched the 
ball from his grasp. 

Two off-tackle plays netted four yards for the Pir- 
ates before 190-pound HB Darryl Bogar ripped 
through for 11 yards to the Canine 14. On the next 
play, Bogar was stopped cold. Quarterback Bob Bur- 
gett tried a roll-out right and was smashed down by 
Walker back on the 26. That made it 4th-and-22. 

Burgett than stepped calmly into the pocket and 
threaded a strike down the middle to Bogar for a tou- 
chdown with 7:52 remaining in the first quarter. Ja- 
mes McKee's kick was good and Belfry led 7-0. 

After the kickoff, the Bulldogs could gain but 
six yards and had to punt. Belfry took over on their 
38 and two plays later, Reynolds intercepted a pass 
thrown by halfback Frank Guyton on the Hazard 30 
and returned it to the 37. 

Hogg was racked for no gain and a Morgan pass 
fell incomplete before he hit F. Hogg in the right flat 
with a 27-yarder to the Belfry 36. A 15-yard roughness 
penalty moved the ball to the 21. Jerry Combs swept 
right for three yards, but fumbled and Belfry recover- 
ed on the 23. 

The Pirates began a march up the field, moving 
to the Hazard 21 on nine plays, highlighted by a 20- 
yard run up the middle by 210 fullback Boy Phillips. 



At this point. Hazard stiffened and guard David Stan- 
ford caught HB Scott Smith behind the line for a five- 
yard loss and Walker threw Burgett for an 11 -yard 
loss back to the 37. A pass failed and Hazard had held. 

Starting on their 11. Hazard moved 89 yards in 
7 swift plays for their first score. After Hogg picked up 
four, Jerry Robinson scooted around left end for 18. 
Reynolds added five and Morgan hit F Hogg with a 
perfect toss down the middle lor 20 to the 42. He 
then passed to Reynolds in the left flat for 12. Hogg 
churned five to the 25 and Reynolds skirted left end 
for the score with 5:02 showing in the second stanza.

State 'Detectives' Find Epidemic Culprit 

“SLEEPING SICKNESS," or encephalitis virus, is the object of this laboratory 
test by Mrs. Elizabeth Loasby, microbiologist, and Dr. B. F. Brown in the State 
Health Department at Frankfort. Dr. Brown is director of the Division of Labo- 
ratory Services. They are looking for virus response in blood specimens. State 
health workers identified the virus causing the disease as the “St. Louis type.” 
This encephalitis virus was the one causing the recent Boyle County epidemic. 
With this identification, mosquito control programs helped to control the epi- 
demic in Boyle.
